readers to that. humiliating exhibition 
of puorility which last week -defaced tho 
columns of our Government Gazette. Woe 
can scarcely imagine that the informa- 
tion at the dispoml of Sir Michael 
Hiicks-Beach is so meagre, that. he will 
attdch serious importance to the state- 
ments, that the addresa was presented 


by the “Chinese Community,” who “sere | 


good enough to tale” the Governor's 
advice, and that attached to it “te the 
larget mumber of swale or signatures of 
Chinese shopa or firme that has been 

ended to any document of the kind in 
this Colony ;” but we object. very strong. 
ly to statemente being made by the head 
of our Exeoutive, or on his authority, 
which, owing to the suppression of ma- 
terial facta, are calculated to. mislead, 
azfd our objection is founded not so much 
upon the mischief that may be caused in 
particular instances, as upon the incon- 
venience and uncertainty which will be 
introduced into the general conduct of 
public affairs, if wo are compelled to 
abandon our formerly well-grounded 
belief in the perfect accuracy of “ nficial 
udterances.”’ In our former articles, we 
have conclusively. proved that it is, in 
no sense, true that the address emanated 
from the Chinese.community, It may 
be verbally correct to say that a larger 
nuniber of signatures is appended to it 
than has ever been attached toany similar 
document, but it is no less the case that 
no sinilar document has ever been pre 
viously prepared, and that it has been 
reserved for Mr Hennessy to discover 
that antagonism of conflicting intereste, 
of the existence of which we wore in 
happy unconsciousness, and out of which 
he seems so:eager to attempt the manu- 

.| facture of political capital, 

Bot not only does it appear to have 
been considered n to throw dust 
into the eyes of the Secretary of State. 
For some unexplained réagon, the same 
operation has been attempted to be per- 
formed on the Chinese, and Bir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’s letter of acknowledgment, 
which oould not have been couched in 
phraseology more odd.y formal, is tran- 
slated in the Gasste, as if the receipt 
of the address had afforded Her Majest; 
the most unbounded delight, Indeed, 
we-believe it would be almost impossible 
to oull, from the Chinese language, 9 
conglomeration of words that would 
express more strongly the Queen's satis 
faction, *Lt will no doubt be urged that 
it is very difficult to translate Engli 
into Ohinese quite literally, but nothing 
can be called a translation which does 
hot convey the precike ides of the cri- 
ginal, and it is simply dishonest to re 
ayer to the Chinese that Her Majesty 

as done anything more thoo merely 
receive the address, i. 2, . Sho did not 
reject {t, The words of a document 
most always vorrespond 10 the thonght 
to be expressed, and if we, in reply to 
en application, intimate that we do not 
decline to pay a sum of ond hundred 
ollars, but wiil consider {t, no amount 
of arguinent will convince us tliat it 
would be proper; in. tranalating inte 
Ohinese, to use words which would 
imply tbat we promise to pay one thou 
sand dollars, : :

to insist that public ‘documenta shall 
not be tampered with. 

At this time of day, it seems almost 
ludicrous that it should become our duty 
to insist upon the necessity of perfect 
honesty in high places, Three yeara 
since, we should as soon have thought 
of insisting upon those elementary 
principles of morality that have boen 
illustrated and enfored by the practice’ 
of our Criminal Courts, such as: “Thou 
shalt not ateal spoons ;” but ‘“ Tempora 
mutantur et nos mutamar ix illis,” and, 
at the risk of being stigmatized as 
alarmists, we feel bound to call ‘public 
attention to the danger, so that measures 
may. be at once adopted to prevent 
serious injury to the Community. ‘ 

. With His Excellency himself wo xe- 
monstrate, and we ask why he will 
persist in suggesting to the public mind 
that he is prepared to carry his schemes, 
“ honestly if he can,” but that they must 
be carried. - His legitimate influence for 
good is being frittered away, and his 
every action, however innocent, is begin- 
ning to he regarded with suspicion and 
distrust.’ If he will not endeavour to 
dissipate this feeling, Her Majesty will 
be misrepresented, and his administra 
tion will become a public misfortune, 
The highest duty of any one pleced in 
authority is to be absolutely veracious, 
nok, merely accurate—to convey truth, 
not merly to say it; and although it 
must be admitted. that there are some 
instances of successful rulers, who have 
used truth sparingly, their very success 
has been their punishment,—they have 
formed a passion for artifice and intrigue, 
they have become “dupes to the love of 
duping,” and in the end have incurred 
the hatred of those they have deceived 
and the contempt ‘of all good men, 
Surely “the game is hot svorth the 

dis.” A temporary advantege may 

fe gained by disregarding the most ob- 

vious principles of morality, but retribu- 

tion will follow as surely aa “ tho night 

the-day,” and the punishment, if delayed, 
will be all the more severe,

priest agreeing not to interfere with or 
obstraot any works or repairs the lessee 
might make. These houses were removed 
by the missionsries and two larger forelyn 
houses built, 1n 1855 Rey. Fearnley and 
Welton agceed with Obun Young Obing for a 
row of four rooms, right hand side of tho 
bok pe bot this they did, plaintiffs allege 
and defendant denies, withont the consent 
or knowledge of any one authorized in that 
behalf. .
